The excar&tion uf the I'ulebra cut, 
into which the water has just been 
turned, has been one of the engineer- 
ing feats connected with the building 
df tba Ainal, and has caused the en- 
gineers more troubto than any oth- 
er pohibb of tho big "dltcfi." To 
Col. D. D. OaUlard. the engineer of 
the central dlviaiaB, ia (Ivcb the 
credU for oairylBC thIa parOaa of the 
wortfthroofh to a avaeeaafal tanBlB» 
tlon. 

The disastrous slides In the cut 
were diecouraglng to the englneera. 
avUUtying in a few boura the work of 

many yeeks. but Col. Oaillsrd and his 

aaeistanta ha\e kept untiringly at 
their work, and at last have conquer- 
ed the treacherous banks of the deep 
cut. The engineei's believe that the 
danger of slides will he eliminated 



ed his task without the assistance of 
such men as Col. H. F. Hodges, LleuL 
Col. David I>u H. Halliard and Lieut. 
Col, William L,. Sibert, army en- 
rngtneera, who have had charge of va- 
rious nha^es of the worh, but CoL tio» 
thais ia recogntaed aa the raal bander 
of t1>e canal.

Over )1S,000,000 of Ibe total amount 
spent has been used to make the canal 
zone habitable j>nd sanitary. It haa 
been suggested that this la an enor- 
mous amount of money to spend In 
citaniug up a placo in which few peo- 
ple will reside permanently, but the 
engineers say that the sanitation of 
the canal cone waa the chief factor In 
maklag the oaaal a laallty. The Ihll- 
are of the French baa been attributed 
to a large extent te the fact that 
the workmen oouUl not aurrlTe la the 
ferer and paat ridden eountry.
